. The foregoing correspondence has in- 
spired us wish lively interest. | And the 
perusal has confirmed our hope that there 
were many patriotic men anc high mind- 
ed philanthropists whose hearts were no! 
vet hardened by bigotry nor their eves 
filmed over with prejudice. And we biess 
all peace makers without distinction of 
parties or religions. And if the benev- 
olent hearted of all ranks and cond.tiops 
wil rise up together and do the same, 
diligently endeavoring to assunge the 
violeace of factious and schismetic minds; 
their names wili be emblazoned on the 
roll of fame. along with the founders of 
var inderendence, But if the folds of 
our United States constitution are not 
amp'e enough to tolerate and protect even 
all the diversified religions of the whole 
earth, as occasion may require; then, 
the noble framers thereof have deceived 
themselves, and tantalized emigran tsfrom 
all nations, with ths form of a govern- 
ment that is more specious than solid.— 
But we will not yet persaude ourselves 
that America is not large enougb to fur- 
nish an asylum for men of all religion» 
and free thinkers too. And we firmly 
believe that our consiitutioa is literal 
enough to allow every man to worship 
God according to the dictates of his own 
conscience, without ever impairing the 
liberty or rights of other men. 

And wewill lay down the following 
principle which the friends to nationa’ 
union may do well to consider. The 
principle is this, that men of congenial 
religious or other interests, should sepe- 
rate themselves from those of adverse 
faith and interests and pair off, each to 
each. Let the Roman Catholic cleave 
io the Roman Catholic, and the Jew fo 
he Jew, and the Mahometan to the Ma. 
hometan, and the Presbyterian and Lat- 
ter day Saint, each to their own people. 
united however under one general govern- 
ment, on the righteous terms of mutual 
reciprocity, as necessity and advantage 
may require. The promiscuous ioter- 
mixture of heterogeneous bodies for the 
purpose of unity and strength is alike 
distant both from pure religion and sound 
philosophy. 

The framers of the constitution never; 
contemplated reducing all religions to 
one ; Lut they contemplated the very di- 
verse interest of people living in diffrent 
climates habituated to diffrent religions 
inc policies, harmonized however into one 
grand confederacy, without merging their 
individual identity. If we asa people 
were colonized according to the above 
suggestions in some remote territory of 
the United States, it would then be dem- 
onstraied whether we should sink under 
the weight of our own corruptions or rise 
with the splendid buoyancy of our own 
virtues. We have ever sought to test 
the value of our civil aad religious polity 
ipirt from other people. Our coming to 
the State of Illinois from the extreme un 
sett'ed borler of the far west, was fot i 
matier of choice with us, but of necessity. 
And although we have now a large ia- 
vestment in I!linois which must depreciate 
by removal ; still, we are willing to ac~ 
ceptof any eligib'e location within any 
part of the territory of the United States 
under such wholesome provisions as may 
hereafter be stipulated and agree P upon. 
The principal features of the bill befure 
us, with some variations, will receive the 
cordial acquiesance of this people. If our 
removal should take place before we have 
opportunity toeffect a favorable sale uf 
property here, we should require so much 
as a convenient outfit as would raise us 
above immediate want and iosupportible 
suffering. we should .be located on 
some frontier exposed to foreign invasion, 
the interests of the nation to which we 
are bound by the strongest ties, would 
suggest the tecessity of furnishing us 
with military sores and arms adequate te 
the demin¢, One error however in the bil! 
before us cinnot pass unnoticed. The 
territory of 24 miles square is altogether 
too contracted for a people, numberin, 
with our families little less than 300,000 
souls, besides some 200,000 more that 
wou!d cleave to us from affection, friend- 
ship or interest. A halfa million persons 
seitling a new and uncultivated region, 
must necessarily require a wider range 
thao if they came intoa highly cultivated 
country. A portion of territory not less 
than 200 ni:les square, would be none too 
great or roomy for the increase of the 
people arising in a period of 10 years 
jndging from the analogy of ten years 
that have guoe by. 

Any one of the following portions of 
territory might be considered by this 


people as Bay lat. West of the 
State of Missouri, a territory of 200 miles

The 
prayer of the petitioners ig that degotia~ 
tions for the cession of Canada may 
opened with ths British Goverdmeat, 

that in any proceeding for the annexad 
tion of Texas a provision may be insers 
ted that the same shall not take effect un- 
til Canada has also been annexed. Thé 
reasons set forth are two-fold, First, that 
the additios of Texas to the Souths dex 
mands the like addition of Canada to the 
North, ‘n order to preserve the just bal 
ance auc equipoise of the Union. Second 
that Canada is ic itself a most desirable 
acquisition for the United States, with a . 
view both to military defeace aad coul- 
mercial ialercourés. 

Such are the views which many of 
the best citizens of Detroit, withéut diss 
tinction of paity, are about to lav before 
Congress.

COAST SURVEY. 


F. H. Geddes, Esq., of the Uaited 
States civil engineers, acting under the 
instructions of Professor Bache, the able 
superintendent of the general coast sur- 
vey. hosarrived in this city, with the 
view of commencing immediately a re- 
connoisance of the gulf coast of Louisiana. 
Mississippi, and Alabama. We are gind 
that this important work has boen confided 

}to such an accomplished .and energetic 
)oficer. He will probably begin by a 
general examination of the coast between 
the vicinity of this city and Pensacola 
bay. It is discretionary with him to be- 
gin at Mobile or near this point; but in 
view of thes superior importance of the 
navigation and commerce, wo presume 
operations will commence here. He wi! 
also examine the intermediate country 
from the mouth of the Mississippi to the 
chain of lakes—the lake routes to be ful- 
lv explored. The charts of the coast in 
question are very imperfect, or we shou!d 
rather say, limited, only superficial and 
| partiol surveys having been heretofore 
attempted. They seem to point out dif- 
ferent centres of operation favorable to 
triangulation, as Lake Borgne, Mobile 
|bay, and Pensacola bay ; but this, with 
the neture of the triangulation possible, 
und the best position for the bases, Mr. 
Geddes will, of course, determine. He 
‘is, also, to ascertain how the lakes muy 
_be best connected. We know of no work 
($0 importint to Louisiana, and especially 
‘to this city, from the vast interior com- 
‘merce it opens tous, Mississippi, too, 
‘with her immense pine forests and mate: 
rials for naval stores on ship- building, is 
deeply ioterested ; and we may venture 
io assure Mr. G. that he will receive here,
